It looks now as if our schedule for you is completed.

I wonder if you would feel aggrieved in taking our usual 
standard honorarium for the South which is $75* a week 
for that particular School. Since they run the School for 
two weeks, it makes it very expensive and if we could 
give you $150. for the two weeks instead of $200. it 
would help us out a little. We understand that there 
will be $100. each for the other Schools - 

North Carolina the week of June 3rd 
Louisiana the week of June 10th 
Tennessee the week of June 17th 
Silver lake the week of June 24th. 


Now the question comes up as to whether we can stand by 

an offer we made to let you preach in the Vesper Service 

at Peabody on June 23rd. I am doubtful about your 

being able to get to Silver Lake from Sunday night to 

Monday night, even if you went by train, and for automobile 

travel, it would be impossible. Consequently, we had 

better tell Peabody that this date is off and try to find someone 

else who would fit into that schedule. I am sorry. I would 

like to have you talk to a Nashville audience. If we 

can arrange for it on the l6th, we will do so.

Dear Kirby: 

I have been wondering of late how your personal efforts have been 
succeeding in recruiting new members for the Fellowship of Reconcilia¬ 
tion.

THIRD WAR GAN 
BE AVERTED BY 
RETURN TO GOD 


Kirby Page, Noted Author, 
Pleads for Christian 
Living 

"A third World war can be avert¬ 
ed, but only by a titanic effort on 
the part of a mighty movement of 
people in response to the yearning 
and pleading of the living God,” 
Kirby Page,. author, lecturer and 
world traveler told a large group 
at the Central Christian church 
Wednesday night. 

Kirby, a native of Texas, who has 
traveled throughout the world and 
interviewed religious and political 
leaders, spoke three times yesterday 
under the auspices of the Enid 
Council of Churches. 

"To the degree that we find and 
do the will of God, we will make 
changes in old policies; basic, 
drastic, far-reaching changes in 
nationalism, imperialism and mili¬ 
tarism,” Page said. 

Trust In Mutual Aid 

"We will no longer seek security 
and justice by maintaining pre¬ 
ponderance of armed might and 
superior ability to wage atomic war¬ 
fare, but will place our trust in 
mutual aid in the solution of com¬ 
mon problems under the reign of 
international law functioning 
through appropriate agencies of 
world government undergirded by 
mutual understanding and mutual 
confidence. 

"The good news of the gospel, the 
discovery and proclamation of this 
new way by Jesus, is the power 
of God unto salvation for indi¬ 
viduals and for society. This is the 
Christian conviction,” the speaker 
said. 

'Loyalty to Jesus' 

"Loyalty to Jesus and determina¬ 
tion to do the will of God require 
us to say that we will not trust the 
use of atomic war as a means of 
defense, and that we will not con¬ 
sent to preparedness to* use it, and 
that we will not voluntarily and di¬ 
rectly engage in such a war under 
any circumstances,” he continued. 

During the dinner hour, Page spoke 
on "Imperatives of World Peace.” 

He spoke at an afternoon session 
at 4 o’clock.

Catchings said. 

He expressed the opinion that 
through the unified efforts of the 
five states aviation can be devel¬ 
oped to new heights in this area. 

Catchings said the association 
will foster aviation as an industry, 
as a mode of transportation for 
persons and property and as an arm 
of the national defense. 

The association will join with fed¬ 
eral government and other groups 
in research, development and ad¬ 
vancement of aviation and will at¬ 
tempt to develop uniform aviation 
laws and regulations throughout the 
states in the fourth CAA region. 

He said the group will study 
aviation laws in the five states and 
propose necessary changes to allow 
all to participate in funds alloted 
by the federal government. 

Catchings said the five state as¬ 
sociation intends to work .closely 
with federal aviation organization 
in promoting all phases of post¬ 
war aviation. 

He said each of the states in the 
newly formed association is ideally 
situated for stop-offs in cross coun¬ 
try flights and that the organiza¬ 
tion will work together to bring 
about the development of airports 
for that purpose. 

Catchings has served with the 
CAA as chief paving engineer in 
Washington and for several years 
prior to the war was in charge of 
airport construction in both North 
and South America. 

During the war he served with 
the Air Transport command lii 
Washington as an advisor on air¬ 
port construction throughout the 
world. 

He is now stationed at Santa Fe, 
N.M.,'for the purpose of organizing 
and promoting aviation there.

AID URGED IN 
DEVELOPING OF 
OIL RESOURCES 


Leader Sees 'Potential 
Loss’ of Billions in 

Untouched Oil 

■

AP Special Washington Service 

WASHINGTON, March 20— (JP)— 
Billions of barrels of oil, valued at 
more than $100,000,000,000 will be 
left in oil sands of the United States 
when all present known methods of 
oil recovery operation are finished, 
the senate oil investigating com¬ 
mittee heard today, 

Don T. Andrus, Bradford, Pa., in¬ 
dependent oil producer, speaking be- 
for the committee on secondary re¬ 
covery of oil through repressuring 
of sands, estimated that 100,000,000,° 
000 barrels of crude still would be 
left underground after known re¬ 
covery methods were utilized. 

He urged that the government aid 
in developing new or improved meth¬ 
ods to recover this reserve. 

An increase of one to one and 
one-half cents a gallon in oil prices 
would increase secondary recovery 
work, he believed. 

H. M. McClure, Alma, Mich., pres¬ 
ident of the National Stripper Well 
association, testified that the main¬ 
tenance of an adequate "price in¬ 
centive” to keep stripper wells op¬ 
erating would furnish billions of 
barrels of additional oil. If present 
stripper well subsidies are elimi¬ 
nated without an adequate price 
increase in oil, thousands of wells 
will be abandoned, he said. 

The industry is divided on the 
question of subsidies, he said. Some 
believe wells should be abandoned 
when they reach the economic lim¬ 
it under normal competitive prices. 
Others suggest a floor on oil from 
strippers with operators receiving 
payment "by some means” if post¬ 
ed prices drop below the floor. Some 
favor a subsidy. 

Wirt Franklin, Ardmore, Okla., 
oil operator, declared that a major¬ 
ity of operators oppose government 
subsidies of any kind and want gov¬ 
ernment price controls removed im¬ 
mediately.

Wilma and I are also in the midst of' the book The Anatomy 
of Peace , Reves. This is the basis of our discussion in 
our college age forum group. Your book will be of in¬ 
estimable value for this discussion period.

We have 
taken no action yet, because we haven't completed reading 
your information on it. However, Wilma is working on that 
now and when she gives the word we too shall subscribe to 
this group. 


Will you pardon me for not having written to thank 
you before now? Work is keeping me concentrating on a 
very few things. Dr. McAulay has such an organization here 
that merely to keep ahead of all the groups it is a full 
time job. I get very little time for study. This is one 
of the bad aspects of my job. But, of course, there are 
many other factors that make this a very splendid opportunity.

Dear Kirby: * 

You can see by the address above that I have removed from 
Cuyler and DeRuyter. Peterboro is the tlocation of a little place that 
I had, and we moved here when I became the Rural Secretary of the FOR. 
Our effort to find a place to rent anywhere near Greencastle, Indiana, 
was fruitless. John however is doind nicely there. A few weeks ago 
I was out there on a Field Trip and had a chance to meet Professor 
Hiidebrand, who tho a voice crying in the wilderness, nevertheless is 
keeping the pacifist cause alive on the Depauw campus. 

You will be interested in what has happened at DeRuyter. 

When I resigned in September the Congregational preacher also resigned. 
His health had been precarious for some time, and he wanted to throw 
the situation open for Federation. The people rose to the occasion. 

In spite of the active oppostion of the Methodist District Superinten¬ 
dent, the Methodists voted three to one for Federation. The Congre- 
gationalists were practically unanimous. Onlyoone family in each 
church were die hards. The proceedings were carried on through October 
and November and the Federation finally consumated ip December, to take 
effect, January 1st. 

Since that time congregations have averaged 150 to 200 as 
over against an average of fifty in each church before. There is a 
choir of forty voices. The Sunday School is averaging nearly 100 as 
over against 75 to S5 before in both. Financially the total budgets 
were about $2500 for both churches. Now that they are together a can¬ 
vass on the last Sunday of the ood year covered a budget of $5200 with 
pledges; over $1000 came in during the first month. 

He has 
been pastor at Afton, New York, for l4 years and has a good record in 
religious education and young people's work. H e came to the field on 
March 1st. Great things lie ahead for the DeRuyter folk, and a great 
deal of the field work was done by such speakers as: Bishop Garth, Dutton 
Peterson and yourself in last summers series. 



We are gradually getting used to the Rural Secretaryship. It 
is a new experience to be without a regular pastorate. If you have any 
suggestions as to how to make the rural work more effective please pass 
them on. When you come East agyin, I would like to know. Best wishes 
from all of us to you and yours.

My dear Friend: 

As you see, I am back in the land of my adoption. And what a land! But before 
I try to interpret to you what I have seen and felt since coming back, I shall tell 
you about the coming back. 

I took a boat, the Sea Stallion, as far as Port Said, but prospects of delays in 
unloading and loading made me turn to a plane from Cairo to India. I am glad I had 
the sea voyage for I was enabled to complete the manuscript of "More Abundant Living." 

It is now on its way back to the United States and will probably be out in the fall. 

I had a murderous Job to do in cutting it down to fit the page. But perhaps it will 
be beneficial in the end. Certainly every word had to justify its existence or out 
it went. 

I had a few days' meetings in Cairo and would have continued longer but I fortu¬ 
nately got a plane for India. While going over Baghdad the pilot asked me if I would 
like to see Baghdad from the pilot's seat and then he asked me if I should like to run 
the ship. For ten minutes I did! The pilots were close at hand to see that I didn't 
do anything very wrong. It was a thrill to be at the helm of a four^engine plane! 

On arrival in India I was not sure I understood this India at all, for it was not 

the India I left five and a half years before. It was rocked with strife and conflict 

and filled with bitterness and hate. The slightest touch and things went off with a 
bang. But now things have changed—have changed almost overnight. The obvious reason 
is the coming of the three British Cabinet Ministers to settle the future relations of 
Britain and India. The debate in the House of Commons, in which it was clearly stated 
that India would have Independence whether within or without the British Commonwealth 
of nations, and further, that the Ministers had not come to adjudicate between rival 
claims but to set up the machinery of a government by which power could be transferred 
to Indian hands, proved the sincerity of the British purpose. Never has a Commission 
come with clearer instructions and with more simplicity of purpose. The character and 
integrity of the three men guarantee the whole thing as basically sincere. The ques¬ 
tion of the Independence of India is not an issue; that is conceded. Now the steps. 

This is one of the greatest hours of human history, for if India becomes free then 

with it Britain becomes free, and with it the world. For it means the liquidation of 
the whole idea of imperialism. It is the beginning of the end of the era of white 
imperialism in the earth. And no one rejoices more than I do. It is the goal for 
which I have looked for years. 

The atmosphere has changed overnight. An Indian Judge said to me: "I read Atlee's 
speech with a sense of sorrow." "Sorrow?" I said. "Yes," he replied, "for when a man 
talks like that I do not want him to go." That is the reaction. Not as vividly as 
that, for there is a great deal of restrained feeling that they will wait and see, but 
on the whole the change has been marvellous. I see it in my meetings. The questions 
now are those relating to the future changes; always before the questions were around 
the Independence issue. India is changing her mental gears, not without a great deal 
of creaking and grinding, but changing nevertheless. 

My first introduction to India was the worst first—the students of the Lucknow 
University, the most rowdy students of India. All meetings in the University had 
usually ended in an uproar of some kind. The crowd was so great I could not get into 
the hall. The chairman, who tried to introduce me, could not be heard five feet away. 

It seems a miracle that they actually quieted down and heard me for three-quarters of 
an hour without interruption—the only meeting that had not ended in a row, I was told. 

I had met the worst first, so was afraid of nothing after that. 








My first series after Lucknow was Hyderabad, the great Moslem State. They were 
fine, with large crowds and fine response. I attended a State Garden Party to cele¬ 
brate "Victory,” but I wondered if I were not attending the end of a system, for 
these Indian States are an outworn feudalism. They will be changed beyond recognition 
or abolished under self-government. And they ought to be. 

My next series was in Travancore at the great Syrian Convention. This is the most 
thrilling Christian thing in India. This ancient Church has an awakened section, the 
Mar Thomas, and they are awake! The last few days there were 50,000 in the audience. 

The Convention lasts a week and grows in power; the discipline is marvellous. In the 
meetings, held on the sands of a river and under a pandal made of thatched palm leaves, 
perfect silence reigns and the attention is breathless. When I asked those who would 
make a personal surrender to Christ to stand, 30,000 stood. Waves of power would go 
over the meetings as murmurs of prayer would arise. We put up a revised New Life 
Movement of seventeen points which they adopted. This program undertakes the remaking 
of the personal and collective life at many points. This Syrian Church, entirely under 
Indian leadership, is the brightest £pot in India, viewed from the Christian standpoint. 
They are alive and sacrificial and evangelistic. I love them. 

After Travancore I went to Vellore, the seat of the All-India Christian Medical 
College. Here the meetings were held in the open courtyard behind the Christian Col¬ 
lege. There was a growing interest and response and the last night, when I asked for 
personal surrender, nearly the whole audience, both Christian and non-Christian, stayed. 
God gripped them. 

At the Medical College I had several pigmented moles on my temple and neck removed 
by surgery and have looked very bunged up as I have stood before these audiences. 

I have had to explain that I had not been in a fight! 

Now I am at Madras, where we are having large crowds and great response. Last 
night I met thirty of the leading men of the city at a dinner given by a leading Brahmin. 
A British Chief Justice sat on one side of me and an Indian on the other. Perhaps that 
is my function in India—to bring people together. They asked me to speak to them at 
the close of the dinner. My theme is always Christ, no matter where I begin. And we 
have the message which India so deeply needs. 

I find that ray plan to spend six months in India and six months in America each 

year is welcomed in India, for it puts both countries in the category of need. They 

are willing to take it in India, provided we don't think they alone need it! 

Mrs. Jones has been ordered by the doctors to leave India for good, because of a 
bad heart condition.* She will sail as soon as possible, possibly leaving in April if 
a boat can be had. I shall follow by plane the last of June so as to be in Los Angeles 
for the first Ashram. Fortunately Mrs. Jones will be able to keep up her great work 
in supporting boys in schools in India through scholarship funds. Her health condition 
will allow her to do that, so she will keep up her contacts with India. My son-in-law, 
Major Mathews, is travelling through India now seeing the Methodist Mission work, pre¬ 
paratory to taking over the secretaryship for India with the Methodist Board, with 
headquarters in New York City. He has been with me in several places. 

I will go from here to Delhi and Simla, where I hope to contact members of the 

Cabinet Mission and the National leaders. How they need our prayers! It is a breath¬ 

less hour, but it is a great hour to be alive and to be alive in India. What a land of 
need it is! It cries to you from everywhere—need, need, need. 

And thank you for the way you have helped to meet that need--by prayer and by con¬ 
tributions. Please continue, for the need continues. I can always be reached at 
150 Fifth Avenue, New York City.
